ANSWER: Not too many y ear* 
ago it would have been necessary 
to remove all the rust before paint­ 
ing unless one wanted the rust to 
eat through the paint later on. To- 
d^y , however, there are rust prim ­ 
ers on the m arket which stop the 
spread of rust and permit paint to 
be applied directly over the dam ­ 
aged areas. The first step is to 
remove all loose rust particles with 
a wire brush so that there is a 
smooth, reasonably sound surface 
— even though considerable rust 
rem ains. Next comes the applica­ 
tion of the rust prim er, which can 
be brushed or spray ed on. Com­ 
plete coating is essential, since any 
area which is not covered will give 
rust a chance to sta ll and then 
spread under the finish coat. When 
the prim er has dried, the finish 
coat is applied. This finish coat 
can be regular metal paint or, if 
double protection is desired, a spe­ 
cial paint containing some of the 
same rust preventing m aterials 
which are in the primer. While the 
prim er usually is red the finish 
paint comes in a full range of 
colors.

Jan. 19, 18 61, was Robert E. Lee’s 5 4th birthday . On 
that day he was in Fort Mason, Tex ., a colonel in command 
of United States troops gu arding that frontier against ma­ 
rau ding Indians and bandits. He was then reading a life 
of Washington written by Edward Ev erett, the man who 
was to deliv er the “long” Getty sbu rg address in 1S63 when 
Lincoln spoke the short one. 


By this time fiv e Sou thern states had .seceded, and Tex as was to 
follow them on Feb. I. The state was already torn by dissension as 
Gov . Sam Hou ston tried u nsu ccessfu lly to hold it in the Union. 
Fou r day s after Lee s birthday , he wrote to his wife that Wash-

ington “wou ld be griev ed cou ld he see the wreck of his mighty labors.” 
And on the same day , in a letter to his son, he said: “ I can anticipate 
no greater calam ity for the cou ntry than a dissolu tion of the Union. 
. . . Secessio n is nothing bu t rev olu tion.” Bu t he closed the letter by 
say ing that “ if the Union is dissolv ed . . . I shall retu rn to my nativ e 
state, and sav e in defense will draw my sword on none.” 
Soon after Uiis orders came for him to report to Washington. He 
left Fort Mason in an Army ambu lance on Feb. 13 and arriv ed in 
Arlington a few day s before Lincoln was inau gu rated on March 4. 
The nex t few weeks were the last Lee was ev er to spend in his 
belov ed home He bade it farewell on April 22 after Virginia had seced­ 
ed and he had resigned from the Army to offer her his serv ices. Federal 
troops seized the beau tifu l hou se in May . The only time Lee ev er saw 
Arlington again was from die window of a passing train after the 
war was ov er.
